Outlook for ‘Territories 
Becoming States. 


Favorable 


By telegraph to The Times, 

| WASHINGTON, March 3.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.j| Representative Springer, in 
behalf of the majority of the Committee on 
Territories, has prepared a report which he 
will present to the House, recommending 
the passage of what is known as the “Omni- 
bus Bill,” to enable the people of Dakota, 
Montana, Washington Territory and New 
Mexico to form State governments and to 
be admitted into the Union. 

“Dakota,” it says, “has an area of 96,596,- 
480 acres, an estimated population in 1887 
of 568,477, and taxable property of the valu- 
ation of $157,084,365. It is conceded that in 
point of population, agricultural and mineral 
resources, and all other matters which con- 
stitute a State, Dakota is fully prepared for 
admission, and in fact,no other Territory 
equally well fitted for Statehood has here- 
tofore failed of admission into the Unien. 
This failure is attributable to the fact that 
all organized efforts heretofore made in the 
Territory have had division in view.” 

Regret is expressed that even now there 
are soine well-disposed people in the Terri- 
tory who will insist that Dakota-should not 
be admitted into the Union as one State, 
and who insist that there should be no ad- 
mission until division is accomplished. At- 
tention is called to the fact that 26,547,115 
acres, comprising more than one-fourth of 
the entire of the is 
reservation and exclud 
jurisdiction of f the proposed State.

CHICKEN MARKET. 
Where the Chickens We Kat Come 
From. 


It isarather curious fact that the city of 
Les Angeles, with all the abundant pros- 
perity of an exceedingly rapid development, 
has not yet, in some respects, assumed 
metropolitan ways. Some few facts elicited 
by a Times reporter relative to a certain 
branch of trade induces this belief. : 

Here, as in every large city, the consump 
tion of poultry and game is very large, but 
that epicurean fastidiousness that is dis- 
tinctive of the metropolitan cities is lack- 
ing. Of course there are some families that 
are very particular and precise to a degree, 
but they are exceptional, and do not mark a 
distinct class. 

Strange to say, the poultry consumed by 
the Angelefios is imported, almost eutirely, 
from other States. Kansas and Iowa tead 
off, but large quantities are also shipped 
from [lino is, Michigan and the Sou 
States. Several chicken ranches were 
started within convenient distances of the 
city, with the intention of supplying the 
local market, but from a variety of causes 
they were not successful.
